Everyone is on the alert from the moment the 
campers board the bus until they are returned to their parents. 





LEARNING ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 



Safety, not only on the waterfront, 
but in every activity, governs each 
project or trip; and counsellors are 
trained to think of this in their 
responsibility to parents. The water- 
front must be completely covered 
before any activity commences; 
safety rules are strictly observed 
wherever children are gathered 
together; the directors and staff are 
constantly on the alert for any 
possible hazard in any part of the 
camp. 

Menus are planned from the 
experience of many years of feeding 
hungry, active girls. Plenty of food 
is provided, and the menus include 
fresh vegetables and fruit in season. 
Only the highest quality in meats, 
fish, eggs and other farm products 
are used. Large, walk-in electric 
refrigerators and freezer keep food 
fresh at all times. 

All the water in camp comes from 
Eagle Lake and is automatically 
chlorinated at source. Regular tests 
are made by the medical staff, and 
samples are sent to the Department 
of Health every week.

Camp is divided into six 
sections, each of which has 
a lodge with a fireplace. 
Younger campers sleep in 
cabins, while most of the 
older girls are in tents on 
raised wooden platforms. 
Most cabins have bunk beds 
while those in tents have 
conventional cot and mat- 
tress. 

The six lodges, along 
with the three craft shops 
provide ample space for 
activities on a rainy day or 
in the evening. Showers, 
flush toilets, and wash tables 
are conveniently located 
about the camp grounds. 
The bright, well equipped 
kitchen and dining hall add 
to the enjoyment of meal 
time.
